Patriotiim Before Party. 

In the Northern press I sec tlie statement 
frequently made, that the Kepublicans have 
cast aside their platform, and now only conic 
up to the que-stion of saving the country as 
patriots and no party men. 

For one, I could put more trust in their 
declarations, did I not see, in connection with 
the patriotic dechirations above, denunciations 
of all other parties, because they say the 
Democrats and others really believe the rebels 
h;ilf right, and will only vote for men opposed 
to the Republican party. 

Honest people must distrust such declara- 
tions as are made as above by Republicans, 
when they get back in memory to the begin- 
ning or groundwork of the war. 

After the success of Republicanism, in 
the face of the predictions made by other 
parties of the mere sectionalism on whjch 
the party was founded, and its certainty of 
leading to rebellion, had the Republicans 
then talked about disregarding mere party 
platforms, the rebellion and ruin might have 
been prevented. No, they considered their 
manhood at stake in forcing their sectional 
policy as the leading feature for their Presi- 
dent's Government, even «t the risk of ruin- 
ing the Government. They made strong 
calculations that they could carry on an in- 
cendiary warfare upon the peace and proper- 
ty of the South ; that they could carry the 
torch and the dagger amongst the slaves, and 
instigate them to murder and rapine ; and 
that there was no danger of resistance. 

The fact is, the getting up of the Chicago 
platform was itself nothing less tlinn a de- 
claration of war upon the Southern people. 
Turn it and twist it as you w ill, the formation 
of that party was a violation in itself of the 
very first obligation on the part of the North 
towards the South, as unjust, as iniquitous, as 
illegal and immoral, as would be a party any 
where formed to destroy the tenure by which 
men hold their lands, and a contest fora divis- 
ion of them. 

If it is right now toproolaim and preach the 
laying aside of the party platform which led 
to the trouble, it was wrong in the first place 
to get it up. If it was wrong in its inception 
and practice, now is the time to retrace the 
wrong by the whole party acknowledging 
that their elTort by such machinery to injure 
the rights of slave owners, should be so con- 
demned by a constitutional inhibition as 
would forever settle the question in the fu- 
ture. 

Admit as true, what many of us contend, 
that the heartless, ungoneroiis war thus en- 
gendered upon the South, should not have 
driven our brethren to rebellion, but to a war 
if need be, in the Union, to protect their, 
rights, relying that in the end the honest 
feelings of the masses would do them right, 
still, as the accursed sectional war was brought 
on. as stated, by the Republicans, and they 
now admit that the saving of tho country is 
above all parties, why do they not yet offer to 
do right? 

"Why do they not acknowledge the whole 
fault? That they got up tho Chicago war 
upon slavery, to so unite the feelings and pre- 
judices of the people of the United States as 
to put their men in power — not intending 
really to injure the rights of the Southern 
people — that they, in truth, never meant to 
deprive tho Southern people of any consti- 
tutional rights to which they arc entitled — 
that their purpose was not to set up any law 
higher than the Constitution of the I'niled 
States — that having shaken off tho Abolition- 
ists and higher law men, they are willing, and 
offer to have assembled, the delegates of all 
the States, or of such as will attend, to so 
arrange as to satisfy the South of this. Was 
this course taken, I, for one, verily believe tho 
States might yet again be united, and made 
stronger than ever. 

To bring this about, however, there must 
be a universal rising up of the conservative 
elements all over the United States. There 
must be no strictly professional politicians; 
no aspirants for tho Presidency ; no political 
preachers or slang-whangcrs ; and above all, 
no Greeley's or other newspaper writers, who 
would not hesitate to sink any interest in the 
ration to sell a hundred newspapers in such tn 
assemblage. This might save the country. 
War can never do it — can never bring us 
back again to constitutional government; but 
must end in a despotism of some sort. 

The laboring classes in the North are much 
more interested in preserving tho country and 
its labor as it has been, than they seem to ap- 
preciate. Turn loose four millions of slaves, 
and they would scatter North and find the 
lighter employments, in place of whites, 
while but little white labor could, or would, 
ever find the place of the blacks in the cotton 
and rice fields. 

A National Convention let us all demand, 
who want to save the United States.

Arrksts at Matstille. — Extract from a 
letter, dated Maysville, October 2 : 

This is a day of great excitement. The 
Federalists are taking up all the secessionists. 
Quite a number were sent off to Columbus 
this morning. They were at their business, 
and were not allowed to go home to see their 
families. Stanton, Casto, Forrester, Tole, 
Hunt, Hall, and some others, have been sent. 
Others have been arrested and will be sent to- 
night. Our streets are full of soldiers. Tliey 
are searching bouses for guns. I am told that 
they have a list of all of the southern men in 
town, and will take every one of them. The 
drum is beating, and the soldiers appear to bo 
in high glee over their great deeds of to-day. 



The Defection of the Cherokees. 

The following particulars in reference to 
the defection of John Ross, Chief of the Cher- 
okees, which we find in the St. Louis Evening 
News, will be read with interest: 

The buttle of Wilson's creek had had the 
unhappiest effect. The Secession piirly— 
against which Chief John Ross had strug- 
gled so hard, and, apparently, with so much 
success — was greatly strengthened by that 
event, and instigated' by emi vsaries of the Con- 
federate States, had renewed their violent 
clamors for alliance with tho South. 

Overborne by this pressure, John Ross, on 
tho 20th of August, called the Council to- 
gether at Taleq'uah, and sent in a message 
recommending a severance of the connection 
with the government of the United States, 
and an alliance witli the Southern Confeder- 
acy. Tlie Council, by a vote, approved of 
these recommendations, and next day ap- 
pointed Commissioners to make a treaty of 
alliance with the S<iuthcrn coverninent. 

The wife of Chief Ross, liowever, held out 
to the last, and refused to yield up her adher- 
ence to the Union. After tho proceedings of 
the Council, a Confederate tlag was prepared 
to be hoisted over the Council House in Talo- 
quah, but Mrs. Ross declared that she would 
not allow it, and threatened that if it were 
raised, she would make her son, six years old, 
tear it down. Owing to her spirited resist- 
ance, the flag was not raised. 

The violence of the Secession party in the 
Nation, aroused by tho result of the battle of 
Wilson s creek, grew more furious after the 
disloyal action of tho Council, and Mr. Rob- 
inson, who had been « teacherin the Missouri 
.School at Tallahassee, in the Creek Nation, 
for twelve years, was compelled to flee with 
his family, upon twenty-four hours notice. 

The Missouri School was broken up on the 
24th of July last, by a company of light horse 
under the (Sjmiiiand of the Superintendent, 
wlio had been deputed by the first and second 
chiefs. The Creeks took possession of all the 
missionary property, valued at S-t,O00, and 
three families and four ladies connected with 
the school were ordered out of the country. 
Mi Missionaries left the Nation, except Rev. 
.Messrs. Ruckner and 'V'andeveru, of the Bap- 
tist Church South. 

As long as the Federal army, under Gen. 1 
Lyon, held its position at Springfield, the 
Union party among the Cherokees successfully 
maintained itself, as the Secessionists wore 
too much occupied in the defcn.se of their own 
territory, and in gathering troops to meet 
Lyon, to pay attention to affairs in the 
Nation; but when Lyon was killed, and his 
army forced to evacuate Southwest Missouii, 
the l^nionists in the Nation who had so long 
held out and repelled the seductive advances 
of the Confederate Commissioner, became 
terrified, and relaxed the rigor of their resist- 
ance. 

Subsequently. McCulloh sent a portion of 
his army into Arkansas, to take up a position 
on the border of the Nation, to intimidate the ! 
Council with threats of invasion. 

Under pressure of these violent acts, and j 
deprived of support, the Unionists were forced J 
to yield to the despotism of .Secession, and I 
forsake tho Union that had protected them, j 

Eemoval of Gen. Fremont. j 

Not ft man but will hear of the removal ofj 
this incompetent officer with feelings of ap- 1 
proval and rejoicing. The blood of Lyon has . 
been crying out from the ground for his re- 1 
mov,il for months. Springfield was lost by his I 
appointment to that Department, and all of| 
Lyon s repealed calls for reinforcements were | 
disregarded and contemned. Fremont wasj 
absent from his post nearly a month after bis 
appointment, but on tlic day of his arrival an 
especial messenger from Lyon called for rein- 
forcements, iind e.vplained that the landins; of 
Pillow at New Madrid, and the march of 
Hardee to Pocahontas, as a combined move- 
ment, was a mere feint. Lyon sent word that 
ho was to be attacked, and tho battle would 
be made in the southwest of the State. The 
General went so far as to actually send a 
field officer to Fremont, demanding aid. We 
know the result. Lyon mado a desperate 
battle against enormous odds, as the only j 
means by which the lead mines of Missouri 1 
could bo preserved. So much for subordi- 
nating an accomjilished military man like', 
General Lyon to a civilian like Fremont, who , 
had never studied- a military book, nor even | 
so much as ever seen a battle. Freliiont sent j 
his 5,0()0 to meet the terrible Pillow, and then 
commenced his fiirtifi<:ations at iSt. Louis, He 
is actually fortifying it now, and it is no more 
in danger than Detroit is. 

This loss occurred on the 10th of August. 
Shortly after this. General Price left Spring- 
field for Lexington, about 220 miles off. He 
marched directly to his olyect, and on the 
usually traveled route, with an army of up- 
wards of 20,000 men. To prevent tho cap- 
ture of this beautiful and important city. 
General Fremont ordered it occupied by I, otlO 
men. He allowc^d his 60,000 men to remain 
scattered from Dan to Beersheba ; he had left 
Lyon to hold Springfield with .j.-'jOO men, 
against more than 20,000, and yet in the face 
of that disaster — a disaster produced by set- 
ting up his inexperienced judgment against 
the matured one of an experienced General — 
Fremont placed Mulligan in Lexington to re- 
sist 20,000 men, with u force smaller by 2,000 
men than was that of Lvon ! Hence a second 
army was utterly lost — lo>t by reason of the 
same want of judgment that caused the loss 
of the first. Lost, not by treachery, not by 
cowardice, not by want of skill on the part of 
those who fought the battles, but by the lack 
of judcment exhibited by the civilian who 
controlled movements of which he has neither 
theoretical nor practical knowledge. 

The next news we have from Fremont is 
the absurd proclamation he made, and which 
tho President at once countermanded. It 
served to excite and divide opinions in States 
where, being slaveholding, there was the 
most extreme sensitiveness on the subject. 
The next we know of Fremont is his sacri- 
ficing Mulligan and his men. They had .5,000 
men to fight against 20,000; the call for rein- 
forcements was made five days before the 
time. The men fought with valor and deter- 
mination, and every day messengers were 
sent to Fremont for reinforcements, but none 
came. Fremont was giithering a splendid 
body-guard, and had no time to give aid to 
the gallant soldiers who were dying with 
thirst. 

General Wool is appointed to tho De- 
partment of Missouri, and is, unquestionably, 
an excellent officer, and will make no more 
absurd blunders. AVhether (ieneral Harney 
would not have been a better appointment as 
one in whom the Missouri.'iiis have confi- 
dence, is another question. We are satisfied, 
however, with the change. — Louisville Demo- 
crat, 4th.

The War in- Kentuckt.— Wo learn 
from a reliable source that Col.T. T. Garrard 
met an advance force of Zollicoffer's army, 
when nn engagement ensued. The rebe"ls 
were defeated with considerable loss in killed 
and wounded, and were driven back to Bar- 
boursville. 

A Secession camp in Carter county was at- 
tacked by two companies of Home Guards. 
The battle resulted in the complete rout of 
the rebels, almost their entire camp being kill- 
ed or taken prisoners. 

News was received here last night that Jim 
Chrisman marched into Wayne, (his native 
county.) at the head of a company of rebels, 
which ho had recruited in Tennessee. He 
was met by a detachment of Col. Hoskin's 
command, and completely routed. Chrisman 
was shot through the shoulder and taken 
prisoner. The rebels suffered great loss in 
killed and wounded. — Commonveatth, 4M. 



[From the Ohio Crisis, Oct, 3tl ) 
Suggestion for Peace, 
Got. Mkdakv : I have concluded to sub- 
mit the above named article for the Crisis, 
hoping and trusting that it may lead to some 
reflection. 

In the American mind there exists a prin- 
cii>le to grasp quickly every plausible theme. 
This being the case, I venture to present a 
question for the re-establishing of peace 
among the several States, notwithstanding 
the apparent unwillingness on the part of the 
seceded States to reunite with the United 
States Government. Nevertheless, time and 
opportunity may work a great change, both 
upon them and upon us, if a feasible plan is 
presented, 

I would suggest an armistice for one year, 
and in the meantime urge the appointment of 
a Delegate Convention of all the Stales, for 
the purpose of reconstructing the Govern- 
ment constitutionally. A Convention com- 
posed of an equal number of delegates elected 
from each of the .States, after the fashion of 
Presidential Electors, of a number not to ex- 
ceed more than two from each State, would 
be a convenient deliberating Ixxly; as a gen- 
eral thing, our legislative bodies are all too 
large for calm deliberation. There was at the 
time of seceding, and is now. but one real 
question of ditt'erence between the North and 
South, viz: the slavery question. This ques- 
tion surely is not of such baffling magnitude 
as to set all the statesmen of the land at defi- 
ance; but if it should prove Uj be so, let them 
call in the wisdom of all iiuropc as mediators. 
It is the right of any nation to call in her 
neighbors in grave questions, and not unfre- 
quently exercised by the first powers of 
earth. 

I look upon an armistice as necessary to a 
complete understanding of our State Demo- 
cratic resolutions; because, without un armis- 
tice, a Convention to settle pending difficul- 
ties would be useless, as everybody knows 
that no Convention could bo formed of the 
belligerent States during the continuance of 
hostilities. It was, therefore, an omission on 
the part of the Democrats at Columbus in 
Convention of what is necessarily implied, 
and it seems to me, that according to our 
platform, we are as much Ixnind to work for 
an armistice as we are for a National Con- 
vention ; and as iho country has been mined 
by, a platform, let us, honioepathically, save it 
by another. 

Whether the effort for an armistice and 
convention will prove successful is not mate- 
rial a-s to affect the effort; one thing it will do, 
it will throw a fearful responsibility upon the 
party rejecting it, and would make a histori- 
cal fume for the party proposing it as enduring 
as time. It is now pretty clear that no peace 
will speedily come by fighting, which demon- 
strates the better counsels of tlie President in 
his inaugural, "that at the end of the war the 
parties will l>e no nearer a settlement of dif- 
ferences than they now are." So that if there 
is no ulterior object in fightint;. the sooner it 
is stopped the better for all sides. 

Mori'over. an armistice will allow time for 
reflection — for cmding off and looking over 
the ground. Indeed, so strongly is this plan 
impressed upon my mind that I very much 
doubt if another battle would be fought if 
time were taken for dispassionate reflection. 
Every one feels that the war is an unnatural 
one and ought not to exist; but how to slop it 
or get out of it is a perplexing subject. i)\>- 
jection may be urged on the ground that the 
people, neither North or South, arc prepared 
for such a' move, as no very decided battle has 
been bad to humiliate the people. True, but 
is there a necessity for humility by such 
means? I think not, and if there is, it may 
be H long time before it is attained in that 
way: but now wliile neither party has any 
very serious defeat to wipe out, let diplomacy 
do what loss of blood may never accomplish — 
by which means thousands of valuable lives 
will bo saved, and millions of money; but 
above all, a plausible effort to restore peace 
and perpetuate the government founded by 
our ancestors; whereas, a continuance of ht)s- 
tilities may destroy it in substance forever, at 
leastto a portion. What, if in the end, uften 
a long and fierce conflict, a separation should 
be the result? are apprehensions entertained 
by too many of our pfeople whose wish may 
not be father to the thought. 

The spirit of the American people, unsub- 
dued and unconquercd, is loth to believe and 
will be slow to realize (as the old Romans 
were) that they are conquerable, and this is 
equally true of both sections. Hence, war, 
fierc'. unrelenting, implacable war, will rage, 
decimating our people and devastating the 
land, if some means is not found to put a slop 
to its further rav igcs. This, is not a rhetori- 
cal flourish, but a fearful forebodini;, chal- 
lenging onr utmost concern. We claim to 
be a christian people, notwithstanding the 
conflict has assumed a guerilla form of war- 
faro, hurrying many out of lime without a 
moment s warning. Ought such strife to con- 
tinue? Surely no one with a just nppre<-ia- 
tion of the subject will say it should continue, 
but it cannot stop on our side unconditii nally. 
Nevertheless, if the laws of war were fully 
applied in the procuring of an armistice, we 
might at least have a cessation of hostilities 
to enable the belligerents to come together 
upon delibcratini; grounds, where dispa.-sion- 
alely they might, peradventiire, adjust all 
differences honorably and creditably, as be- 
comes a civilized people. Even if tho army 
should bo kept under pay during the interim, 
nothing would be lost, but much gained in 
discipline, iVc, If, then, nothing would lie 
lost during an urmislice, cither in patriotism 
or national power, but much tji'med to hu- 
manityjby probably procuring a lasting peace, 
thereby re-establishing fraternal harmony 
and material prosperity; In this view of the 
case does it not become a duty to advocate an 
end so devoutly wished; in fact, is it not the 
true course for Union men to pursue in ibis 
fraternal conflict. It is true there is a parly 
in the country which calls all peace measures 
treasonable and their advocates traitors; but 
this is properly imputed to their partisan 
bigotry and malignant rancor, which opposes 
itself to every thing not its own or in conspi- 
racy with it, and is often disgusting to real 
I'nion men to see themselves hypocritically 
eclipsed in cxtolations of the Union by foul- 
mcMithcd abolitiim zealots, whose real interest 
in this war is only for the use they tliiiiU they 
can make of it for the abolition of slavery, 
and beyond that they have no sympathy or 
concern, unless if is in ormy contraeis. This 
fact is plainly verified by an observance of 
their conferences and no-party meetings, in 
which tho old stagers play such aomspicuous 
part, when thej' ventilate their basely engen- 
dered hate, but which they are too cowardly 
to satiate as volunteers in the army or navy 
of their government. 

I dislike to inveigh against any portion of 
my fellow-citizens; but no man is loyal who 
does not love his whole country intrinsically, 
and who would not make sacrifices for its 
preservation against the attacks of foes within 
41s well as without. We must learn to judge 
men by their motives, if we can discern them, 
which "ve always can, even through their ex- 
cessive pretensions to virtue and patriotism; 
for Abolitionists run their love of country 
through Africa to the United States; and 
where there is no negro in the question, there 
is no applause for the Union. Indeed, so 
proverbial has been their disunion sentiments 
in times past, when the whole country was 
devoted to slavery, as they said, that their in- 
sincerity is seen and read of all men; the love 
of the Union with them now is the glorious 
irrepressible eunjlici, so graphically depict 'd 
by their clergymen, together with the im- 
pendiiiii crisis, so delightfully illustrated by 
their Helper. 

While this is so, the Democrats are for pros- 
ecuting the war as a painful necessity, iintd a 
peaco can be proi ured ui on f^rms whi. h will 
reunite the Kortb and South upon a harmo- 



nious confederation, and not for the mere 
gratification of schooled revenge. As a lover 
of the whole Union, I hope to see an armistice 
and convention for the peaceable settlement of 
our unfortunate civil war, which is a curse to 
any people. F.

^UIIl of not more than $5,000 for one year, at 
0 per cent interest. Committee on Peniten- 
tiary. 

Mr. GOODLOE offered a resolution, as 
follows : 

Reaoli-e.d, That the thanks of the Senate are 
due, and are hereby tendered to the Speaker, 
for the prompt and impartial discharge of his 
duties dnrjni; the session. Adopted. 

.Mr. SPEAKER FISK, in response, said: 
.SknatoRs: I am gratified by ibis expres- 
sion of your satisfaction with the manner in 
which I have discharged the duties of Speak- 
er. \o\i have done me more than justice. 
That perfect order and propriety have char- 
acterized the proceedings of this body, is 
owing more to the dignified demeanor of the 
members than to any merit in the presiding 
officer.

The 'War Upon Gen. Fremont. 

A fierce war is still wa:;e(l against Gen. 
Fremont in the Black Republican journals 
of the North. The very papers tli.it were 
most laudatory of his appointment, and in- 
dulged in lavish praise of his military capaci- 
ty, are now the most violent and abusive of 
him.

An act to raise wlunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State, and (or other purposes. 

^ \ . Be it enticteti by the Grnrrat Assembly of the 
CttrnmoriureaUh of Kentucky, Thiit as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invade<l by 
armed forces, acting under ihe authority of the 
so-called Ciiufederale States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Keiitui ky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation foi-ihwiih, calling: out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and | 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eif:h- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of ibis Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into si rvice, unless sooner discharged. 

^ '2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in oi-der to raise said force, to accept 
of the serviees of any volunteer comp.inies who 
shall, within three months from the dale of his 
procliimation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all oflieersduly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proDer for the command of such volunteers. 

^ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
jirovisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such pla-es of rendezvous in the Con- 
pressional Dis lict in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; I 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then \ 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 1 
months pay, to be taken and considered aa part 
of their pay. j 

5 4. Tliul the forces to be raised and organ- 
izecl, as provided for by this .lot, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

^ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provide*! for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- j 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scours, they furnishing their own | 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- j 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 1 
and capacity have lieen tested lij- ihe General in 1 
command, or such officer «s he may detail for I 
that purpose : And provided also. That such per- }

6. Thai each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

5 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize indiviiluals who tentler ihenisclvcs into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into scpiadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them M elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
conimaiiding, 

I) H. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the s<|uadroiis, bat- 
talions, anil regiments so organize<l ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, sqnndnm, 
or re;;imetit shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of tlie 
county court, who may be callid on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certMy 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what oftice each is elerttd, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall Certify to the Governor the names 
of the olficers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

I) 9. That the coinmandin,? General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff olficers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowerol to appoint by the Ulh section of the 
.')d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 1 
better orL'aiiization of the Kentucky militia," ap- I 
pnivi'd iMarch 5, l(-60 ; and he shall have the an- 1 
thority conferred on said Inspeciur General 1 
by the 1' th, llth, and Vi'b sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

The troops raised under this act shall be | 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, j 
brigades, and divisions, and have the .same num- I 
ber of olficers for each squadron, battalion, regi- | 
ment, bri<.'atie, and divisit)n, as are allowed in 
the army of the (Jnitol States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rationsasare allowed the tniops 
of the United Siiit<s of the same r ink and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ins to existing laws. 

() II. This act to be of force from its passage.

Kemarks of Mr. BURNS, of Owen county, 
in the House of Representatives, upon the 
question of the adoption of the report of 
Mr. Wolfe, from the Committee on Feder- 
al Rcliitions, upon the following resolu- 
tions itnd amendments thereto:

Bf. it renoh-eil liy the General Aanemhiy of tke 
Commontpealik of KentHchy, That the) bo in- 
«tructt:d to reiigu their soatd in the Senate of the 
United States. 

iMr. BURNS said : 

Mr. Speaker : The pentlemen named in the 
resolution and amendments otfereil, J»)lm C. 
Breckinridge and L. W. Powell, are citizen< of 
Kentucky, of pre-eminent distinction, and who 
occupy high places in the councils of our nation, 
and have a st''ong hold upon the aft'ections of 
our people. They are arraigned at the bar of 
this H >use, to be degraded, by the pa-^sage of 
resolutions requesting them to resign their posi- 
tions in the United Stales Senate. The ground 
assumed in the report of the commiilee is, that 
they "do not represent the will of the people of 
the State of Kentucky." The same grouml is 
also assumed in the substitute ottered by .Mr. 
Taylor, with the further addition, that "one of 
tliem ( Ureckiuriilge) has actually gone from 
am nigst the people whom it was his duty faith- 
fully to represent and protect, and is now in the 
midst of, and actually co oper.iting with, those 
who are wickedly making war upon his own peo- 
ple, and for the overthrow of his own govern- 
ment;" and my friend from Bullitt charges, in 
addition, that the.se gentlemen do not represen' 
the views of the " L'nion piirtif of Kentucky, 
and th.u Mr. Breckinriilge h.m something to do 
with the conventions and presidential nominations 
of I8.')6. 

Sir, these are the charges upon which they are 
to be tried and condemned by the action of this 
House. My friend from Henderson has moved 
to s:rike out the name of L W. Powell fmm the 
resolution. I am opiwsed to this. These charges 
are made a.-ainst these gentlemen, who have 
heretofore, and who now occupy, high positions; 
who have enjoyed, and who now enjoy, the re- 
spect, the friendslii|), and the admiration of the 
people of Kentucky; and who have fought si e 
li^siile, and shoulder to shoulder, against the 
^Ifosecution of this war — a war brought on the 
country by a sectional party for sectional pur- 
p„3t.g — a war to subdue and subjugate our breth- 
ren of the Confederate Stales, and to make them 
yield a willing obedience to the unconstitutional 
edicts of the present administration — and to save 
the peace of our people by preserving the neu- 
tr.dity of Kentucky inviolate : if these distin- 
guished gentlemen are to be slauehtereil because 
tliey have done this, let tliem full toi/elher, and 
let their executioners bury them iu one common 
grave. 

But where is the proof that Messrs. Breckin- 
ridge and Powell do not represent the will of the 
people of Kentucky? Where is the proof that 
ihev are traitors to the country, as charged upon 
this floor ! The gentleman from Louisville (.Mr. 
Wolfe) says " that their votes in Congress should 
condemn them, if no other act." They votetl 
against men and money to prosecute this war; 
tliey voted against men and money to subjuu'ate 
and enslave our people; they refused to support 
an admiiiisiration that, without the authority of 
law, and iu violation of constitutional right, has 
as umed the powers of the legislative and judi- 
cial departments of our government, and in the 
person of the President has increased our navy — 
rii-e 1 and received troops to .serve in the war for 
three ye rs— suspended the writ of '•habras cor 
pus," as ill the "Merriman case" — has disregard- 
ed personal liberty and private right ; and in 
doi ig this, for having taken this pisition, they 
are to be proscribed and degraded; and the 
cli irge is made and pressed upon this legislative 
body that tliey are not representing the will of 
the people of Kentucky. They have done this 
in their places in the Senate of the United States. 
They have in Kentucky, as well as in Congress, 
opposed the principle of coercion upon the part 
of the government toward Ilie seceded St.ites — 
believing, as I believe to-day, that our govern- 
ment, that no republican government, can be 
sustained by the force of arms; ihat to endure it 
most be sustained by the will of the people; that 
this is one of the great fundamental principles 
upon which it is based, and if destroyed, we have 
no hope for the continuance of our government 
or the preservation of our liberties. 

Whit, sir, were the principles of the Union 
party, anil of all parties, on these questions, in 
Kentucky not twelve months ago? On the 21st 
of January last, Mr. Ewing, of Lojian, offered 
the following resolutions in this House: 

" Ursnloeil by Ike Gfnernl Anfmlihj of the Com- 
monwralth of Kentucky, That this General As- 
sembly has "heard with profound regret of the 
re-olutions re -ently adopted by the S'atcs of New 
York, Ohio, Maine, and Massachusetts, tendering 
men and money to the President of the United 
States, to be used in coercing certain sovereign 
Stales of the South into obedience to the Federal 
Govi-rnment. 

'• lirsohed. That this (Jcneral Assembly receives 
the action of the Legislatures of New York, 
Ohio, Maine, and M itisachusetts, as the indica- 
tion of a pur|)ose upon the part of the people of 
these States to further complicate existing diffi- 
culties by forcing the people of the South to the 
extremity of submission or resistance; anil so 
reqardinq it, the Governor of the State of Ken- 
tucky is hereby requested to inform thf Executives 
of New York, Ohio, Maine, and Massachusetts 
that it is the opinion of the General Assembly that, 

WHE.SEVER THE AUTHORITIKS Or THESE STATES 
SHALL -END AHMED FORCES TO THE Sot'TH FOR THE 
PtlRPOSR INnU:ATED IN SAID RESOLUTIONS, THE PEO- 
PLE OE KeNTUCKV, uniting WITH THEIR RRETHRKN 

THE South, will, as one man, resist sich 
^^^iioN or the soil or the .South at all haz- 
ari)?!Nd to the last kxtremitv " 

The first of these resolutions was adopted by 
the uninimnus vote of the House, niiieiy two 
members voting for the resolution. The second 
resolution was adopted by a vote of C7 yeas to 
6 nays, as follows:

And 1 find, sir, on looking over the vote then 
cast, and among those who voted for those resolu- 
tions, the names of Messrs. Buckner, Burnam, 
Tevis, and Wolfe, prominent and distinguished 
members of the Union party, and who are now 
members of this House— members of that partv 
who are to-day pressing these resolutions, and are 
activelv engaged in the passage of such laws and 
enactments by ihe present L-gislature of Ken- 
tucky, as will most etfectually aid the pre-'ent 
.Administration in the prosecution of this w.ir for 
the subjugation of the South. And again, sir, 
in tlie month of .\pril last, in a formal address 
Visaed to the people of Kentucky by this same 
t'nion parly, who are now so urgent in their ap- 
peals to sustain the present Adininisti-ation in this 
unholy crusade against the constitutional rights, 
the peace and happiness of our peitple, we find 
the following strong and emphatic language : 

"What the future duly of Kentucky may be, 
we, of course, cannot, with certainty, fo'C-ev; 
but if the enterprise announced iu the proclama- 
tion of the President should at any time here- 
after assume the aspect of a war for the over- 
runiiij^and subjugation of the seceded Slates, 
■_'li Ihe full as.sertion therein of the national 
jurisdiction, by a standing military force, we do 
not hesitate that Kentucky should promptly un- 
she ith her sword in what w ill then have become the 
common cause. Such an event, if it should oc- 
cur, of which wo confess there does not appear to 
vs t6 be a rational probability, could bare but 



one meaning — a inranin i which a people jealous of 
their liberty would he keen to detect, and ichich a 
people worthy 6 / lihtrly would be prompt and fear- 
less to resist. When Kentucky detects this 
meaning in the action of the Government, she 
ou /hl, irilhottt counting the cost, to take up arms at 
once against the Gocernment." 

This address was signed by John H. Harney, 
George D. Prentice. Charles Ripley, Philip Tom- 
pert, Nat. Wolfe, W. K. Uullock, J imes Speed, 
W. P Boone, H imilion Pope, and L. E. H.irvic, 
all distinguished leaders in the Union parly at 
that time, and some of them noio members of ihe 
present Legislature, and particularly disiinguish- 
e<l lor their zeal in aiding the present Adminis- 
tration in the prosecution of this liatricidal war. 
Again, sir, a call was made bv the President of 
the Unitetl .States, ui>on the Governor of Ken- 
tucky, for four regiments of volunteers, to aid in 
suppressing what is termed by Mr. Lincoln and \ 
his abettors, '-the rebellion" in the South, but 
what is considered by those who do not wish 
the chains of slavery to be riveted upon them, a 
patriotic defense of their constitutional rights 
This call of the President was refused by the 
eminent and patriotic Chief .Magistrate of Ken- 
tucky, and his refusal received the hearty and 
niianimoiis approval of the people of Kentucky. 
Such was the sentiment of the people of Ken- 
tucky not twelve months ago, and such, I believe, 
are the sentiments of the people to-day; and if a 
vole could be taken, they would approve the 
principles then adopted and acted upon by a ma- 
jiiriiv of fifty thousand. Such were the seuti- 
menls of ilie' Union party, of all parties, and of 
the people. They were opposed to coercion, to 
men and m mey, and to the prosecution of a war 
in any form or shape to subjugate the seceded 
S a'es. Such were the leading principles of the 
Union party, promulgated through the resolnti'uis 
p s.sed in this body in January last, which I have 
nad; and in their addii-ss to the people of Ken- 
tuuky, an extract of which I have also read, and 
ill their ju.sli(ication of the Governor in his re- 
fusal to liirnish men, in compliance with the re- 
quest of the President, to which I have already 
alluded; and yet, strange to say, what was then 
a leailiiig principle of the Union partv, adopted 
and proclaimed ilirouglioiit the land, is consider- 
ed a criminal offense to assert and proclaim to- 
day, and Messrs. John C. Breckinridge and L. 
W. Powell are now to be sacrificed for asserting 
and maintaining the principles that less than 
twelve months ago were considered orthodox by 
the partv now in power. And this same party, 
which then preached piace, and was ardent in 
the support of ilie ncutndiiy of Kentucky, is 
to-day engaged in waging a war in our midst 
which is to desolate our laial, and are voting 
millions upon millions of the people's money to aid 
iu its prosecution. 

Biit we are fa)ld, sir, in the amendment offered 
by the gentleman from Mason, (Mr Taylor,) in 
substance, that Mr. Bricklnridge has fled his 
country, and gone to the enemy. Where is the 
proof? We arc tolil that such is the rumor. 
Yis, sir, rumor, which is now rife amongst 
us — rumor, idle rumor — is the found nt ion upon 
which this charge rests. And is Mr. Breck- j 
inridge to be tried, convicied, and execul'Mi ! 
upon the idle rumors with which the very air is | 
tainted throughout the land? It is said that he j 
sympathizes with the people of the Southern Con- j 
federacy in their siruggle for constitutional lib- 
erty. Sir, has it come to this, that freemen of j 
Kentucky are not to express their sympathies? I 
that they are not to utter a word or breathe a I 
thought against the nsiirpatinns and aggressions 
of the Lincoln admiuistraiioiit If it has, we 
may bid farewell to freedom of speech, personal 
liberty, and private riirlit in Kentucky. 

But, sir, suppose it is true that Mr. Breckin- 
ridge has left his home and fled to the mountiins 
for safe'y? Had he a reason for so doing? Had 
he a reason for beli**ving that such course might j 
be necessary for his personal safely? What is ' 
the condition of our country, and what security 
have we for the jiersonal libeny of our citizens? 
The Constitution of Kentucky provides, article 
1.1th, section 11," lhat the people shall be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers, and possessions, 
from nnreasfinable seizures and searches, and that i 
no warrant to search any place, or to seize any 
person or thin;;, shall ^r>:*^-^ without descritiliig 
them' as nearly as may be, nor without pp<'bih!e 
cause, supported by tiath or affirtaation-" Sec- 
tion 12, "that in all criminal prosecutions the 
accuscl haih a rijrht to b*^ heard by himself and 
counsel; to demand the nature and cause of the 
accusation against him; to meet the witnesses 
face to face; to have compulsory process lor ob- 
tainins witnesses in his favor, and in prosecutions 
by indictment or information, a speedy publ'C [ 
trial by an impartial jury of the vicinage; that he 1 
cannot be compelled to give evidence against ; 
himself, nor can he be deprived of his life, lil^er- : 
ty, or property, unless by the judgment of his ' 
peers or the laws of the land." But is this guar, j 
antee of the Constitution reganlel? Not at all. i 
The Hon C S. M uehead, a distinguished citi- | 
zen of Kentucky, and other of its citizens, have 
been nrresled without trial, or without an opi>or- 
tuiiity for a trial, and in open violation of the 
Constitution of Kentucky, which gives its citi- [ 
zens a trial in their vicinage, and the right to be 
confronted by their witnesses; have been dragged 
from their homes, their families, and their fire- j 
sides, and are now incarcerated within the walls i 
of Fort Lafayette. Have we not reason to sus- 
pect — aye, do we not know — that the liberties of' 
this people are being sacrificed upon the altar of j 
a military despotism? The military subordiuates 
of Mr. Lincoln, it .seems, have tnkeii the law into i 
their own hands, and the civil law of the land is ] 
made subservient lo the will of the hireling sol- 
diery upon our highways, and at our cross-roads, \ 
who are to-day acting in Kentucky as a general 
police for proscription and arrest; and every citi- 
zen who fails to c ime up to the dicta of these 
gentlemen is liable to be incarcerated in a dun- 
geon. 

What personal safety then for Mr. Breckinridge, 
or any other citi/eii, who, as a freeman, opposes 
by word or speech the unconstitutional acts of 
the present Administration. None, sir ; none. 
And, sir, when eminent citizens of Kentucky are 
arrested, taken out of the jurisdiction of the 
State, and incarcerated iff prison without triaj or 
the privilege of a trial, is it not necessary for 
.Major Breckinridge and others to seek a place of 
personal .safety; and when the rights and ro.istitu- 
tional claims of our citizens for protection, the 
right to that protection wliicli is given by the 
very letter of the Constitution, seems to be dis- 
regirded? More than a week since I had the 
honor. In my place, to Introduce into this House 
a resolution for a committee to be appointed to 
inquire into the causes, and by what authority, 
and fop what purpose, ex-Gov. Mi>reliead and 
others, citizens of Kentucky, had been arrested, 
and had been taken beyond the jurisdiction of 
the State, and are now to find a home within the 
walls of Fort Lafayette. 1 deemed this action 
necessary to the maintenance of the honor of 
Kentucky, and as a duty that Kentucky herself 
owes to her citzens, to look to their protection 
and to call to account any power on e.irth 
that has unlawfully deprived them of their per- 
sonal liberty. But, sir, important as was this 
resolution, it was referreii to a committee, and 
has (|uietly slumbered in their hands from that 
time to the present, while her citizens have 
looked in vain for her interposition in the pro- 
tection of them in the exercise of their consti- 
tutional liberties and privileges. But this thing 
does not slop here. Other distinirnishcd gen- 
tlemen, citizens of your Stale, and members of 
this 'body, have been arrested without warrant 
of law, and held in " durance vile" by the mer- 
cenaries of this military despotism .Messrs. Geo. 
W. Ewing, Geo. VV. .Silvertooth, and John L. 
Irvan, members of this General Assembly, when 
quietly pursuing their way homeward, under a 
leave of absence, to meet the fond embrace of 
their wives, anil gladden by their presence the 
hearts of their children, are arrested and confined 
at Harrodsburg, because, forsooth, they had offer- 
ed a liberal sum for a conveyance home, or, in 
going home, were traveling in the direction of 
the rebel army. 

Let me read, sir, the apology of the military 
gentlemen who made these arrests for their unwar- | 
rant able acts. I read the answer to inierrogatory I 
third, as propounded by the honorable committee 
appointed under a resolution of this General 
Assembly, to inquire into the causes of these 
arrests. The inteiTOgatory is in these words : 
" Stale all yon know about the whole matter" — 
alluding to the causes which led to the arrest of 
the honorable gentlemen that I have named, and 
the cause of their detention: 

"Answer to interrogatory 3d. For acting in 
penoD and caofvntiag with the rebel p&rty of 



Kentucky; and also, we understood from good an 
loiity, ihey had left Frankfort without leave o 
bsence, and that a warrant of arrest had been 
isued for them. Believing it to be the duty o.' 
le Home Guards to make such arrest, Lt, Col. 
larbee, in conformity with my duty as Lieuten 
nt Colonel commanding the Home Guards ol 
'lercer and Boyle counties, did make such arrests, 
relieving that I, in conjunction with other par- 
ies, were fully justified in making such arrests; 
the unusual anxiety and excited purpose, these 
gentlemen made to hurry away, and the fact that 
they offered unusually large sums of money fop a 
wagon to convey them, by an unusual route, in 
the direction of the rebel army, then in an ad 
oining county, they were not acting as m^mber^ 
of our LeL'isl.itui e should do under the circum 
stjuices, in our opinion; and upon that suspicion 
we acted, intending to do no wnnig or commit 
any trespass upon the rights of any one. Up<m 
learning the facts of their leaving Frankfort, and 
that no warrant was out aeainst them, and their 
expressing their entire satisfaction with our 
actions, we cheerfully discharged said gentlemen, 
and have aided them on their road to their homes.

Sir, what is the apology offered by these mili- 
tia geiillemeu? What their ixcitse iiir arresting 
and confining the honorable members of this 
body, in violation of the constitution, which priv- 
ileges them Irom arrest while in se.s.sion here, or 
in going to or returning from their homes — in all 
cases, except for treason, felony, or bre.ich of 
the peace? Let us look for a moment at the 
rea.sons given; "lhat iliey had left Frankfort wiih- 
out leave of ab-cnce," is one reason. What! are 
these gentlemen of the swonl and epaiilelte to 
dictate lo the members of this body when thev 
shall leave and when they shall not leave? Are 
they to be the arbiters of our conduct? Are 
they to regulate our action? and are we to be de 
prived of our personal liberlv and oHicial privi- 
leges, our cimstlluiional rights, because we mav 
see cau.ses, in our anxiety to reach our homes, to 
pay a liberal price for a conveyance, wh cli is also 
one of the reasons given lor these arrests, or 
take a route that does not suit the taste of this 
military police that is now regulalinK the rights, 
personal privileges, and liberties of this people, and 
arresting our citizens without warrant or author- 
ity of law, upon suspicion. Are the rishts of our 
citizens to be thus triflcti with? Sir, this conduct 
should meet, at the hands of this b.idy, their con- 
demnation and deep damnaliiin. If these things 
are to be permitted, we are to-day upon the very 
verge of a miliiary despotism which will over- 
throw our once happy government, and destroy 
the liberties of our people. If ihcseoutrages are 
to be tolerated and perpetrated in Kentucky — if 
those of our citizens who choose to think and act 
for themselves are to be manacled for ihe reason 
that they entertain political opinions contrary to 
the party in piwer — where is the safety for .Maj. 
Breckinridge, Gov. Powell, or any other citizen, 
who docs not yield a willing obeilienec to the 
power of that military despotism which prevails 
in the land? Sir, you at once make that citizen 
an exile from his home and family, who rai.ses 
his voice against the onward march of usurpa- 
tion and oppression. [A voice. What reme- 
dies does the ge itleman propose in Ihe present 
excited state of the public mind?) Sir, I would 
have the civil laic of our land obeyed; I would 
have the military yield obedience to the Civil 
auihorities, and the people, instead of being 
the slaves of military colonels and corporals, 
should be subservient alone to the civil power of 
the State. Then we might hope for the preser- 
vation of our covernment, and some protection for 
the rights and liberties of the T>et>ple. 

But, sir, we are told that Messrs. Breckinridge 
and Powell do not represent the will of the peo- 
ple. If this is true, why do not the gentlemen 
who are urjing the passage of these resolutions 
accept lhcpro|v)siti()n of my friend from Hancock, 
(Mr Biish,) to submit thequestion toa vote of the 
people? Sir, In my humble judgment, were the 
quesli'in sobmitteil to the people of Kentucky 
to-day whether they should be sustained upon 
the prineiples advocated by them — to maintain 
the neutrality of KentuckT inviolate, and theici.T

Movements of the Federal Forces— Preston

Wasiii.s'otox, Oct 2. 

The Herald's special says: Uptm charges 
made by Col. Blair, Major Fremont has been 
ordered to report himself for trial by Court 
Martial. 

Gen. Wool, of Fort Monroe, has been or- 
lered to supersede Gen. Fremont in the com- 
mand of the Department of the West, and 
Gen. Mansfield left for Fort Monroe this 
afternoon to supersede Gen. Wool. Captain 
Drake de Kay acconnpanies Gen. Mansfield, 
and will continue us his aid. Gen. Wool, it 
is understood, has left the Fort and is on his 
way westward. Gen. Fremont will proceed 
to this city at his earliest convenience, leav- 
ing his forces in command of another who 
is considered competent to meet any foe 
that General Fremont has been marching 
against. 

The defiant attitude of the rebels here- 
abouts has been abandoned. They are now 
acting purely on the defensive. They are 
iiiiinifestly continually alarmed, fearing an 
assault fiom some quarter where they arc 
most assailable. They cannot execute their 
own prograinine of crossing the river, and 
fear an attack on their own flanks. Their 
position forms a crescent reaching from Occo- 
qiian creek to a point above Leeshurg, while 
the center extends from Fairfax Court House 
to Manassas Junction. A rise in the river 
above, and the presence of the Potomac flotil- 
la below Washington precUids their crossing. 
They are aware that we have coiriinand of 
iiieiins to cross at any point and turn either of 
their flunks. Their step backward is consid- 
ered here by experienced army officers ns an 
indication that they do not intend to offer 
battle on the Potomac. 

A flairs at the Navy-yard and along the 
Potomac are quiet. 

The Island Belle arrived this morning, 
from Acquia Creek, with dispatches from 
Captain Crane to the (government.

The Wheat Crop. 
Although the wet weather of late has caus- 
ed much damage to the wheat crop, there is 
as yet no reason to fear that the Northwest 
will lose so very largely as has been represent- 
ed on this account. True, a? has been stated, 
a large amount of the wheat which has reached 
this market presents a damaged condition ; 
but we shall wait for further evidence before 
assenting to the statement that the injury to 
the wheat crop from this cause "will reduce it 
to but ft small per centage of last year's abun- 
dant yield.'' It is betf^r before giving utter- 
ence to anything which is calculated to excite 
unnecessary alarm, and thereby render aid 
and comfort to the enemy, to survey carefully 
the whole field and first ascertain if state- 
ments, as made by many excitable minds, arc 
borne out by facts. We have watched with 
a good deal of atlentiim the reports in our ex- 
changes all over the country, in regard to the 
crops in their respective localities, and, while 
we are satfslied that the yield of wheat falls 
considerably short of what it was last season, 
we are by no means convinced that there is 
any the less grain in the country. Fortu- 
nately, the troubles now pending over the coun- 
try were clearly foreseen and predicted in 
time to instruct the farmer ns to the wisest 
course for him to pursue. F.vcrywhere, both 
privately and through the press, it was urged 
that the area of land cultivated should lie in- 
creased, and, so far as a careful observation 
goes, we believe that every farmer, in the 
Northwest especially, acted upon this advice. 
AVc lake it, therefore, that the failure of any 
portion of the crop will be to no small extent 
made up by the larger quantity sown this 
year than last, and do not think there is any 
cause for uneasiness through fear that with 
the calamity of war, there will be added the 
still greater calamity — a short supply in the 
wheat crop. For the past few weeks the 
weather has been very much unsettled, and a 
good deal of rain has fallen, which has un- 
doubtedly' injured the grain temporarily stack- 
ed in the fields, and retarded the progress of 
threshing. 

Of the corn crop reports are very contra- 
dictory. In many sections the yield will bo 
heavy, while again, further north, the cool 
weather of late has not hastened Its maturity 
beyond harm from the early frosts 

As something has been said of the large 
amount of wheat recently inspcejed "reject- 
ed," and in answer to many inquiries from 
the country in rcferent^e to this matter, the 
Inspector's books show the result given below. 
AVe have taken tne receipts of wheat alone 
for one week, from the 18th to the 24th 
inst. inclusive, and placed them in tabular 
form, viz :

Not included in the above table there were 
also received, during the same period, one 
hundred and fifty-three cars of winter wheat, 
of which eleven were inspected "rejected. " 
Including these in our estimate, and the total 
received is two thousand and ten cars, of 
which three hundred and seventy-six cars, or 
a fraction over one fifth, were "rejected;" or, 
out of say six hundred and seventy thousand 
bushels of wheat received, there were of re- 
jected, one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
bushels. We must admit that this, in com- 
parison with the receipts of last season at

Proclamation by the Governor. 

"Whereas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land, I think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, lo 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as 1 do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin sU citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully efl'ected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Resolutions prnriding for the peace aud quiet of 
the citizeni of tkii Commonwenlth. 

WllKiiKAS, 'I'hc people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope thatthcy may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
lhat Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should net in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so lhat if they shall be 
involved in war, they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Hesolccd by the General Assembh/ of the 
ComntOJnrenlfh of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
eominendcd lo the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of dill'ercnces of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war us well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in pdlillcal opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky. '

Proclamation l»y the Governor. 
Whereas, The following resolutions, viz 
WiiEREA.s, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of ihe so-called Confederate Slates, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they" will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the Stale by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of ihe Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for ih-- purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. Further re.Hdved, That General Kobert 
Anderson, a native Keiituckiun, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested lo take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for thepurposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duly and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any miliiary commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Ktmtucky, be 
requested lo give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the miliiary 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidenllv re- 
lied upon to give active aid iu the defense of 
the Commonwei^lth, 

Have this day been' passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and arelherl;- 
forethe law of the land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjolningall officers andciti- 
zens of this Slate to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen, Thom- 
as L, Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all cilizensof Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.
